The  program,  which  is  to  be 
highlighted  with  a welcome  back 
address  by  Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wil- 
kinson, Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity president,  will  also  include 
several  other  features,  Dr,  Grow 
said.  He  announced  that  Craw- 
ford Gates  of  the  university  mu- 
sic department  will  conduct  a 
"community  sing,”  and  there  will 
be  many  "group  participation 
events.” 

Of  other  interest,  Dr.  Grow  an- 
nounced plans  .to  have  the'  stu- 
dentbody seated  according  to 
states  and  foreign  countries.  In 
order  that  this  might  be  accom- 
plished with  a minimum  loss  of 
■,  Dr.  Albert  Fisher,  seating 
chairman,  tasks  the  studentbody 's 
•ooperation  in  an  effort  to  re- 
duce seating  time.  This  may  be 
done  by  an  examination  of  the 
seating  diagram,  published  on 
page  2 of  today’s  Universe,  which 
shows  the  planned  seating  ar- 
rangement. 

He  suggests  that  students  from 
the  separate  geographical  areas 
enter  the  auditorium  through  the 
following  doors:  California  stu- 
dents, northwest  entrance;  Utah 
students,  northeast  and  southeast 
entrance;  Arizona  students, 
northeast  entrance;  Nevada . stu- 
dents, southeast  entrance;  and 
all  other  students  through  the 
two  main  center  doors  on  either 
side  of  the  building.

The  class  period  immediately 
following  the  assembly  will  be 
dismissed  for  a building  cere- 
mony at  the  site  of  the  new  Jo- 
seph F.  Smith  Family  Living 
Center,  which  is  being  construct- 
ed just  east  of  Cougar  Stadium. 
Dr.  Grow  hinted  there  would  be 
a "surprise  in  store”  for  those 
who  attend. 

. Dignitaries  will  be  speaking 
from  mid  air,  standing  on  a plat- 
form lifted  by  a giant  crane. 
Guests  on  the  platform  will  in- 
clude chairmen  of  all  depart- 
ments to  be  housed  in  the  new 
building,  according  to  Dr.  Grow. 

Fred  L.  Markham,  architect, 
will  describe  the  building  he  de- 
signed, and  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson  will  officially  touch  off 
the  construction  for  BYU,  Dr. 
Grow  announced. 

Two  gates  will  be  opened  in 
the  fence  surrounding  the  con- 
struction area.  Students  may  en- 
ter the  gate  directly  opposite  the 
McKay  Building  or  the  gate  op- 
posite Eyring  Science  Center. 
They  are  asked  to  assemble  in 
the  flat  area  south  of  the  new

Registration  Record  Assured 
With  8,000  Autumn  Enrollment 


Enrollment  at  Brigham  Young 
BfflVersity  for  the  autumn  quar- 
#et  will  exceed  8000,  an  all-time 
p|h,  it  appeared  Wednesday 
from  the  tabulation  of  the  regu- 
lar two-day  signup  in  George  Al- 
bert Smith  Fieldhouse. 

The  peak  figure  last  year,  also 
a record  to  that  date,  was  7213. 
gwe  signup  in  the  first  two  regu- 
lar. registration  days  totaled  ex- 
actly 1001  -more  than  for  the 
first  two  days  of  a year  ago,  or 
6796  as  compared  with  7797. 

Glasses  started  Wednesday 
morning,  but  about  200  additional 
late  registrations  were  being  pro- 
cessed, and  enrollment  will  con- 


tinue until  Oct.  10,  assuring  Uni- 
versity officials  of  the  8000  fig- 
ure. 

The  trend  at  the  mushrooming 
Church  university  has  been  an 
increase  of  7 to  10  per  cent  each 
year  since  1950.  The  gain  already 
this  year,  however,  is  nearly  11 
per  cent.  BYU  has  grown  72 
per  cent  since  1950. 

These  statistics  represent  only 
regular  daytime,  on-campus  stu- 
dents. No  night  school  or  corre- 
spondence students  are  listed.  On 
this  basis,  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity is  the  largest  church- 
related  university  in  United 
States. 


NEW  YORK  (AP) — Two  home  runs  by  Joe  Collins  carried  the 
New  York  Yankees  to  a 6-5  win  over  the  Brookyn  Dodgers  Wednes- 
day in  the  first  game  of  the  54th  World  Series.  A crowd  of  63,869 
saw  a slugging  match  marked  by  five  homers  and  a Dodger  rally 
that  fell  just  short  of  tying  the  score  in  the  eighth  inning. 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  Vice  President  Nixon  said  Wednesday  op- 
erations of  the  government"  are  going  smoothly  and  we  see  no  seri- 
ous legal  problems  involved”  in  President  Eisenhower’s  illness. 

Nixon  thus  appeared  to  be  subscribing  to  the  reported  decision 
by  other  members  of  Eisenhower’s  team  against  delegating  to 
Nixon,  or  anyone  else,  any  presidential  powers. 

This  decision  was  said  to  stem  from  confidence  that  within  30 
days  at  the  most  Eisenhower  again  will  be  able  to  guide  the  nation. 

Optimism  spread  in  the  wake  of  increasingly  encouraging  medi- 
cal reports  from  Denver.  One  presidential  aide  said  that  if  a matter 
of  transcendental  importance  should  arise,  it  could  be  taken  to  the 
President  even  now. 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -Belle  S.  Spafford,  president  of  the  Relief 
Society  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  Church,  cautioned  Mormon  women. 
Wednesday  to  "resist  high  pressure  sales  practices”  and  to  spend 
their  money  wisely. 

Mrs.  Spafford  spoke  at  the  opening  session  of  the  society’s 
annual  conference  in  the  Tabernacle  on  Temple  Square.  The  two- 
day  meeting  of  the  church’s  oldest  auxiliary  precedes  the  126th 
semi-annual  general  conference  of  the  LDS  church  Friday,  Satur- 
day and  Sunday. 

DETROIT  (AP)— "Was  my  husband  ever  pleased  when  I 
piled  up  the  family  car,”  Mrs.  Dolores  Haburne  told  a traffic  court 
judge  when  charged  with  interfering  with  traffic. 

"First,  he  was  pleased  because  I wasn’t  hurt,”  said  Mrs.  Ha- 
burne. “Second,  he  was  pleased  because  . . . well,  you  see,  ah,  he’s 
a car  salesman  and  sold  the  man  I hit  a new  car  on  the  spot.”
